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What is claimed is: 

1 . ■ An operations management policy distributing method, coipprising the steps 
which are executed In sequence of: 

upon receh/ing Inventory intonnation specifying an inventory of a system to 
be fnBnaQ9d, retrieving a database storing operations management policies 
corresponding to various inventories and creatifig a policy list detailing operations 
management polidas suited to -the inventories specified ;by said inventory 
information; 

transniiUIri(^ Ifie creatod policy list; 
' upon receiving selection information indicating the selection of at least one 
operations management policy from said policy list, retrieving said database and 
acquiring the operations management policy specified by said selection 
information; and 

tranemitting the acquired operations management policy. 

2. . An oporationa management policy distributing method according to claim 1 , 

ftjrther oomprfsing the steps of: 

appropriately storing eofd inventory information in a database; and 
extracting a dlfTsrence between said Inventory infonnation and trie irwentory 

information stored in s&dd databaee when e^d inventory information is received, 
wherein said step of creating a policy list, retrieves said database and 

oreetea a policy list suited to the inventory specified by said difference. 

3. An oporationa monogomont policy distributing method according to claim 1, 
' further comprising the steps of: 

appropriately storing in a databasp usogo frequencies of the operations 
management policies applied to said system to be managed; and 

appending tiDB usage frequencies stored in said datalaoso to each of the 
operations managemenr policies detailed in said policy list 

4. An operations managemerrt policy disarfbuting method according to dalm 3. 
wherein said usage frequency comprises; the number of references, the 

operating fime and the number of applications of each of the operations 
management policies applied to said system to be manag d. 
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5. An ope^rBtio^s manayemenl policy distrfbuting method, comprising th^ steps 
which are xecutsd in sequ nee of: 

upon receiving inventory fnformaUon specifying an Inventory of a system to 
be managed, retrieving a database storing operations management policies 
corresponding to. various Inventories and acquiring operations management 
polioies suited to thd Inventories spocifiod by sold inventory Infbmiatlon; and 

transmitting the acquired operations management policy. 

6. An oparattons management policy distributing method according to <^m 5, 
further oornprfalng the stop of: 

setting for each operarions management poifcy whether or not the deletion is 
allowable, 

wherein said step of acquiring said operations management policy 
necessarily acquires those operations management policies set as non-dolctabio 
policies regardless oir iheir usage frequency. 

7. An operations management policy distributing apparatus, comprising: 

a database storing operations management poiieloe oon^spondfng 
various Inventories; 

list creating means fbr, upon receiving inventory infonnatlon specifying on 
inventory of a system to be managed, rerrfevlng said database and cneaiing a 
policy list detailing operations management policies suited to the inventoriee 
specified by said Inventory information; 

list transmission means for transmitting the policy list created by said list 
creating means; 

policy acquiring means for, upon receiving selection infonnation indicating 
the selection of at least one operations management policy from said policy list, 
retrieving said database and acquiring the operations management policy epcdfled 
by said selection infbrmaflon; and 

' poliuy transmission means for transmitting the operations management 
policy acquired by said policy aoquin'ng means. 

8. An operations management policy distributing apparatus, comprising: 

a database storing operations management polldea corresponding to 
vari us inventories; 
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po(fcy acquiring means fofr upon receiving Inventory infprmatiqn specifying 
an inventory of a system to be managedi retrieving said database and acquiring 
operations management policies suited to the Inventories specined by sciid 
{nventory Information; and 

poficy transmissfon means for transmuting the operations management 
poli^ acquired by said poltey acquiring means. 

9. An operotiorTS manogcmont policy distributing program, for e)cecuting on 9 
computer. 

a list creating function for, upon receiving Inventory Information specifying an 
Inventory of » system ro tie managed, rarrievtng a darabasM storing operations 
management policies corresponding to various inventories and creating a policy list 
derailing operations management policies suited to the inventories specified by said 
Inventory information; 

a list transmission fiinorlon far rranfvniiring The policy list created by said list 
creating function; 

a policy acquiring function for, upon receiving selection information indicating 
the selection of at least one operations management policy from said policy list^ 
retrieving said datatiase and acquiring the operations management policy specttied 
by said selection information; and 

a policy transmission function for transmitting the operations management 
policy acquired tiy said policy acquiring function. 

10. An operations management policy distributing program, for executing on a 
computer 

a policy acquiring function for, upon receiving Inventory information 
specifying an inventory of a system to be managed, retrieving a database steering 
operations management policies corresponding to various inventories and 
acquiring a policy list detailing operations management policies suited to die 
invehtories specified by said inventory information; and 

a policy transmission function for transmiflfng the operations management 
policy acquired by said policy acquiring function.
